States takes steps to avert any u ntoward incident off 
China b y withdrawing Its protection from privately 
owned ships carrying mu nitions 
The game of naval 
b lu ff is b ecoming tense. 
The United fltntes 
and 
Oreat 
Britain are In a 
strange position. 
They possess the world’s largest 
navies.
